Powerful Growth In Prairies 

Greater exploitation of natural resources powers 
the growth and diversification of the Prairie economy, 
says The Financial Post in a special report on the 
Prairies. 

In Alberta, oil production rose 21%, natural gas 
production rose 31% in 1961, resulting in heavy ex¬ 
penditure on processing plants. The surge is carrying 
into 1962. In Saskatchewan one company will be pro¬ 
ducing potash by mid-year and 15 others have taken 
potash leases. Several of these are spending heavily 
on development. Production of several base metals in 
northern Manitoba — copper, lead, zinc and nickel 
— was up significantly in 1961, and prospecting 
activity has picked up. 

Prairie cities continue to capture new manufactur¬ 
ing industries. A new brewery in Edmonton will sell 
to a market reaching to Alaska. Calgary leads the 
Prairie cities in developing industrial parks. Metro 
Winnipeg got 36 new manufacturers in 1961. The 
diversified economy allowed the Prairies to weather 
HK51’s drought, the worst since 1937. While drought 
tnreatens 1962’s farm out-look, the long term pros¬ 
pects are bright. Canada will get more of its basic 
foods from the Prairies. 

Prairie cities are setting the urban redevelopment 
pace for Canada. Notable examples include a proposal 
now before Edmonton city council for a $100 mil¬ 
lion re-development of the city centre and Regina’s 
visionary Wascana centre, a 1,000-acre park that will 
include a university and government offices.
